question independent for years! to 
come. 
The incident could well be 
used as an indication that there are 
still many undiscovered ways for the

The Emma Scott Circle of King’s 
Daughters is the local organization 
in charge of the Red Cross

SOMEONE’S CARELESSNESS. She 


wa< the sole breadwinner for a little 
family group, 
which 
consisted 
of 


herself and her grandparents. 
Her 


fellow workers noticed 
that 
her 


cough became chronic and that day 


by day she grew thinner and thinner, 
but -die never confided her troubles 


to anyone. 
She just “kept on the 


job”. 
Through an unknown channel 
the King’s Daughter’s learned of the 
case and investigation proved that 
the girl slept at night on a pallet laid 
on three chairs* so that she could be 
near the two old people, whom she 
was supporting. 
Physicians pronounced 
her 
ease 
hopeless, and she was refused ad­ 
mittance to the state 
tuberculosis 
hospital at Rockville for this reason. 
She knew little about the danger of 
spreading the disease to others un­ 
til recently, hut she is being cared 
for through Red Cross Seal funds 
and is taking the recognized pre­ 
cautions to prevent her 
infection 
from spreading to others.

one of those rooms which O’Henry 
describes—resting up after a year’s 
grind.

H urty’s articles on 
smallpox and vaccination were prin­ 
ted b v the Press here, and immedi­ 
ately the physicians took? it up, pro 
and coll. 
So far no local light has 
issued a. challenge to the state com­ 
missioner, as was done in La Porte. 


Dr. N. D. Berry, secretary of the 
city hoard of health, has called for 
llie opinion of most of the medical 
fraternity here. 
He 
received 
the 
overwhelming verdict of thirty for 
and one against vaccination. Those 
“ for” however, varied in their em­ 
phasis from one who said: 
“A man 
who does not b elieve in vaccination 
is dangerous to the pub lic health, 
to the doctor who said ‘1 favor it if 
asked for b y the patient. Otherwise, 
I advise medicine taken internally as 
a preventative.” 
Notwithstanding tb s verdict, it is 
known that a large numb er of lay­ 
men here are strongly opposed to 
vaccination.

able features

Indiana’s 
penal 
sy stem. 
It is based on th e assump­ 
tion th at it is possible to reclaim 
many offenders against th e law with ­ 
out fix ing upon th em th e stigma of 
prison life. 
Judges of circuit 
and 
criminal courts are auth orized by th is 
law* to suspend th e sentence of per­ 
sons convicted of felony of misde­ 
meanor, ex cept for th e crimes 
of 
murder, arson, burglary , rape, trea­ 
son and kidnapping. 
“So far as th is law applies to mis­ 
demeanants, th ere are no available 
statistics of results,” say s th e report 
“Wh en th e sentence is to one of th e 
state prisons or 
th e 
reformatory , 
h owever, 
probationed 
offender 
is 
th ereafter in th e legal custody and 
control of th e institution to wh ich h e 
would h ave been sent, and is sub­ 
ject to th e rules and regulations gov­ 
erning paroled prisoners. 
Of 
th is 
class th e institutions named keep ac­ 
curate records. 


“Th e law h as now been in 
force 
seven and one h alf y ears. Its results 
so far as known, are seen in th e fol­ 
lowing table. 
In th e time indicated 
sentence was suspended in th e cat>e 
of 1,458 men and women, 480 
of 
wh om oth erwise would h ave h ad to 
go to th e State Prison, 042 to th e 
reformatory , and 36 to th e Woman's 
Prison. 
Th e law provides 
th at if 
th ese persons on probation violate 
th eir parole, th e original 
sentence 
sh all be carried oitt. 
Th is was done 
in th e case of 145 prisoners, wh ile 
208 oth ers wh o were delinq uent h ad 
not been nppreh ened up to th e close 
of th e fiscal y ear. 
Th ese 443 delin­ 
q uents constituted 30.38 per cent of 
th e wh ole number placed on proba­ 
tion.”

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The late Balkan war done much 


to make the av erag e American more 
familiar with thef g eog raphy of Eu> 
rope and its div ersity 
of 
peoples. 
The present European conflict is ex ­ 
tending this knowledg e still further. 
It. is now better known that 
in 
a 
comparativ ely small area, compris­ 
ing the v arious Balkan states, there 
are many different kinds 
of 
races, 
each with its own 
lang uag e, 
cus­ 
toms and manner of dress. 


Perhaps it is not g enerally kuown 
that the German nation is composed 
of a g Teat many Teutonic tribes who 
hav e retained, ev en to the present 
day , a g reat deal of their ancient di­ 
alects, hustoms and mannerof dress. 
Home of the Germanic tribes or races 
hav e iu tb© centuries 
past 
disap­ 
peared by being 
Romanized, 
and 
otherwise hav e been 
amalg amated 
with other nations. 
The tribes ol the v arious Teuton­ 
ic, Germanic and Allemaunic 
races 
still ex isting within the modern Ger­ 
man empire are 
as 
follows. 
The 
northwestern part of 
Germany , the 
plains of the riv ers Weser and Elbe, 
and the shores of the North Sea is 
peopled by the Friesians, Oldenbur- 
g ers, Hanov erians and Wesphalians. 


East of the Elbe and in the plains 
of the Oder and Vistula, and 
along 
the shores of the Baltic Sea, liv e the 
Holsteins, Pommoranians, Old P rus­ 
sians, Silesians, 
some 
Germanized 
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Poles and a remnant of a Slav ic na­ 
tion. 


The northern portion of the Prus­ 
sian Polish territory , to the east of 
the Vistula riv er is known as • Oas- 
subia, peopled by a Slav ic tribe, but 
which is now outnumbered by Ger­ 
mans and Poles. 


The prov ince of Eastern Prussia 
has a mix ed population of Gorman-s 
Wends, Slav s, 
Czeehians, 
Morav ­ 
ians, Poles. Cassubians and Lithu­ 
anians. 


To the south of the 
king dom 
of 
Prussia are the Sax ons. 
The Thuring ians who inhabit the 
northern slopes of 
the 
Thuring ian 
forest and the country as far as the 
Ilarz mountains, are 
of the 
most 
purely Teutonic tribes of Germany . 
The Hessians, descendants of tin 
ancient Catti, inhabit the cold and 
mountainous country 
of 
Central 
Germany . 
The Western or Rhenish Francon­ 
ians are settled 
along 
the 
riv ers 
Rhine, Main, Neokar and Moselle, in 
what is g enerally known us Rhenish 
Germany . 
Southern Baden and the king dom 
of Wurtemberg is peopled 
by 
the 
Swabians, descendants of 
the 
an­ 
cient Alemanni. 
On the left bank of the Rhine, op­ 
posite Baden, liv e the Alastians and 
to the north of them the 
German 
speaking people of Lorrain. 


East of Wurtemberg , in the north­ 
ern part of the king dom of Bav aria, 
liv e the Eastern Franconians, iu the 
central part the Bav arians, and in 
the ex treme southern part of the Al­ 
pine Bav arians of the Ty rolese peo­ 
ple. 
To the cast Bav aria 
is 
Austria, 
which up to the war of IStiti. was al­ 
way s included in the map of Ger­ 
many , and which contains q uite a 
number of Teutonic tribes speaking 
the German lang uag e. 


In this connection 1 wish to speci­ 
ally mention a little knowi^ tribe of 
people of Germany known as the 
“Wends.” 
These people are a rem­ 
nant of an ancient Slav ic race* that 
settled in a small district in Germany 
partly in Sax ony and partly in Prus­ 
sia and Snx e-Altenburg . 
They liv e 
apart 1'rom the surrounding people 
and hav e retained their ancient lan­ 
g uag e. 
They differ from the other 
inhabitants in the customs and dress. 
Like most of their kinsmen they are 
fond ol) shining buttons, loose trou­ 
sers and heav y boots. 
Their women 
wear close fltting black caps confin­ 
ing the tresses, long ribbons des­ 
cending ov er their backs, v ests with 
speckled sleev es and v ery short petti­ 
coats hardly reaching to the knees. 
According witli an 
ancient 
custom 
property among st them descends to 
tin* YOUNGEST son, and the older 
brothers often stay with him as his 
serv ants. 
Most all the Wends, ex cept some 
of the older people, now’ speak Ger­ 
man besides their own tong ue. Many 


W en d s hav e translated their family 
names into German, and all those 
causes which lead to the ex tinction 
of an ancient lang uag e, are at work 
in the country of the Wends. 
Here iu Denv er is a minister of a 
German church who is a Wend, and 
lie is the first one of that peculiar

people I ev er heard of in this coun­ 
try . 
The Eng lish speaking people call 
thef Teutonic races 
“Germans,” the 
French cull them, “Allemands” and 
the Slav ic people call them “ Swab­ 
ians.” 
The Germans themselv es use 
neither of these three appellations 
as the name of their nation. 
Iu 18 8 $ there was a war between 
Prussia and Austria, the then two 
larg e powers within what was then 
known as Germany . 
The balance of 
the German states took sides, some 
with Prussia and some with Austria. 
Prussia was v ictorious and Austria 
was then ex cluded from 
Germany 
and Prussia annex ed the king dom of 
Hanov er, the duchie of 
Hesse-Cas- 
sel, Nassau and the 
free 
city 
of 
Frankfort. 
After the war of 18 66 Germnnv 
was composed 
of 
the 
following 
states, each with its own ruler, g ov ­ 
ernment, laws, money coinag e, etc. : 
King doms — Prussia, 
Bav aria, 
Sax ony , Wurtemberg . 
Grand 
Duchies— Baden. 
Hcsse- 
Darmstadt, 
Mecklinburg -Schwerin, 
Mecklinburg -Strelitz, 
Sax e-Weimar, 
Oldenburg . 
Duchies—Schwarzburg - Sonders 
hausen, 
Schwarzburg -Rudolstadt 
Waldeck, Reuss-Griez, Reuss-Sehleiz 
Schaumburg -Lippe, and Lippe. 
Free 
Towns—Hamburg , 
Bremer 
and Luebeck. 
And at the close of 
the Franco-Prussian war the imperi­ 
al territory of Alsace-Lorrain 
was 
added. 
While the German lang uag e was 
spoken in these different states, from 
the Alps to the Baltic, y et there wa 
no political unity recog nized. 
It was 
on this account that Germany suf­ 
fered dev astation from the French 
in the 16th, 17th, and 18 th centuries 
and portions of the 
German 
pro­ 
v inces were wrested from them. 
The civ il war of 18 GG between the 
sev eral German states naturally left 
considerable “soreness.” 
It will oe 
emembered that soreness 
ex isted 
for a g ood many y ears between the 
North and the South in the United 
States after the civ il war. 
In 18 70, only four y ears after the 
German civ il war, France declared 
war ag ainst Prussia (not Germany ), 
but notwithstanding 
the 
ex isting 
soreness, all the German states arose 
as one united nation ag ainst the arch 
enemy of France. 
When the Ger­ 
mans, were v ictorious in this war it 
was thoug ht the psy cholog ical mom­ 
ent had arriv ed for a United Ger- 


many . and hence, on January 18 th, 
18 71, two weeks before the surren­ 
der of Paris, William 
I, king 
of 
Prussia, was proclaimed German em­ 
peror in the g reat hall of the palace 
of Versailles in France, on the init­ 
iativ e of the king of Bav aria. 
That Bismarck, tluf g reat German 
statesman, who 
was then 
in 
the 
zenith of his power, also had a hand 
in the forming of the German em­ 
pire, g oes without „say ing . 
It is since 18 71 that Germany is 
politically 
united, 
and only since 
this comparativ ely 
modern 
period 
and for the first time since the Ger­ 
man races ex isted, were they able to 
present a united 
front 
to 
their 
enemies. 
North America was 
peopled 
by 
many Indian tribes, but they 
were 
fortunately scattered ov er 
a v ast 
erea. 
Had they been coufined to as 
small an area as Germany —a little 
smaller than the state of Tex as— 
and had they shown a united front 
when the white man appeared, it is 
v ery probable that the white 
man 
would nev er hav e g ained a foothold 
within their territory . 
Shortly after the outbreak of the 
present European war there was no 
postal communication between Ger­ 
many and 
the United States, but 
lately letters and some papers a n1 
coming throug h. 
Denv er has a German population 
of about 26,000, and 1 hear of letters 
which hav e 
lately 
come 
throug h 
which describe the conditions, 
the 
sentiment and the feeling that ex ists 
among the German people at 
the 
present time. 
Ev ery one 
of 
the 
letters tells of the unity and the p at­ 
riotism that ex ists among , the many 
German races, a unity which has not 
ex isted among them since the dawn 
of nations. 
John 
L. Stoddard, 
the 
famous 
author-trav eler, said: “Until 1 cross­ 
ed the Ty rolese frontier from Swit­ 
zerland, I had no idea of the amaz­ 
ing successes of the Teutonic forces, 
or of the wonderful spirit of univ er­ 
sal brotherhood, lov e and dev otion 
to the fatherland, which prev ail from 
the Rhine to the Vistula and from 
the Danube to the Elbe.” 
Volunteering ? in Germany was un­ 
known. 
Until the formation of the 
empire, the recruits to 
the 
army 
were drafted. 
Since then the P rus­ 
sian sy stem of univ ersal 
military 
erv ice was introduced 
throug hout 
Germany . 
But since the outbreak of 
the present war, many letters re­ 


ceiv ed here, report that many more 
men “v olunteered” than 
could 
be 
used. 
f 
Harry Churchill tq lfl me .just 
a 
few day s ag o that a German farm­ 
er’s wife, from whom they g et their 
butter and eg g s, told of hav ing re­ 
ceiv ed a letter 
lately 
from 
her 
brother, a reserv ist 
45 y ears 
old, 
that he had not y et been called out, 
nor her nephew', a y oung man of 19 
y ears; that many v olunteers 
were, 
presenting themselv es for 
military 
duty to defend the fatherland. 
Whatev er 
the 
Russians, 
the 
French or the Eng lish may SAY, or 
the av erag e American w ho reads the 
censored news may THINK, the Ger­ 
man people themselv es say this war 
was forced upon them and that they 
are fig hting for their national ex ist­ 
ence, their institutions, their indus­ 
tries and their commerce. 
The Ger­ 
man people blame Russia 
as 
the 
primary cause, but Eng land as the 
principal instig ator. 
In proportion as Eng land has per­ 
ceiv ed and not been ashamed of her 
increasing inefficiency , she also felt 
g nawing at her v itals, 
env y 
and 
hatred for the nation 
which 
was 
efficient, and which was pushing suc­ 
cessfully her trade and commerce to 
those parts of the world, where Eng ­ 
land had been so long 
v re-eminent, 
that she had come to look upon her 
trade supremacy as something g iv en 
her by div ine rig ht. 
I 
Twenty y ears ag o I v isited my 
people in Germany . 
One day while 
trav eling on the train I heard a man 
tell a fellow passeng er that he had 
lately been in Eng land. 
That Eng ­ 
land had passed a law to the effect 
that all g oods broug ht into Eng land 
must be marked where 
they 
were 
made. 
This law’ was especially de­ 
sig ned ag ainst German g oods which 
were flooding the 
Eng lish 
market 
and to induce the Eng lish people to 
“patronize home industry .” 
Shortly 
after my return to the United State-. 
I beg an to see box es, packag es 
and 
g oods marked “Made 
in Germany .” 
Because 
German 
manufacturers 
could not 
tell where 
their 
g oods 
would land ultimately , all g oods were 
thus marked. 
Then I saw an article 
in a mag azine which spoke of this 
law passed by Eng land, and said it 
acted like a boomerang . 
It had the 
v ery opposite 
effect 
soug ht. 
And 
ev er since that time the little phrase, 
“Made in Germany ” acted upon the 
Eng lish the same as shaking a red 
rag in a bull’s face.
